RELEVANCE OF EACH DOCUMENT 

A translation of a portion of a Korean Office Action that issued November 
29, 2003 with respect to a counterpart Korean patent application is provided 
below. 

"All of the Claims of this intervention describe a maintenance 
supervision system for a CDMA base station, which includes a 
means for performing protective monitoring of the base station by 
connection to a network connected with a base station system, 
and which establishes access permission/denial registration of 
mobile devices by this means. Cited Invention 1 (Japanese 
Unexamined Patent Application Publication 1999-58864, 26 July 
1999) describes a method of diagnosis for base station wireless 
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environments, wherein a diagnostic block of the base station 
selects a specified terminal device through an identification number 
according to a request signal from a control station, and receives 
and performance analysis processing on information relating to 
abnormal status of the base station from an access channel of the 
terminal device, and Cited Invention 2 (Japanese Unexamined 
Patent Application Publication 1990 9-79284, 5 November 1999) 
describes a base station remote maintenance holding system which 
establishes interface between a base station and a primary 
connection device through a verification procedure, and exchanges 
remote maintenance messages with the base station. 

When the present invention and the cited inventions are 
compared, it is clear that the present invention could have been 
easily designed by person skilled in the art by combining the 
constitution whereby the interface between a terminal device and 
base station is diagnosed by a diagnostic block linked to the base 
station in Cited Invention 1 and the constitution whereby a terminal 
device and a base station are linked via a verification process in 
Cited Invention 2, and that the inventions of the aforesaid cited 
inventions are the same field of protective maintenance of the 
interface environment of a base station, so that there is no 
technical difficulty in combining the constitutions of these 
inventions. The effects of this invention also can be sufficiently 
predicted from the effects of the aforesaid cited inventions.
